TOUR OF HUDSON BAY COUNTRY 
“18 AN EYE-OPENER. 


Governor-General Treads Paths Limit- 
éd to Indians and Wild Game, But 
Finds Navigation ‘of Northern Sea 
Practicable For the Transportation 
of Grain and Ore — Development 
Work Certain In Near Future. 


“s Nothing in the period of Earl Grey’s 


Governor-Generalship of the, Domin- | 


ton of Canada has been more spectacu- 
lar or more indicative of his interest 
in the vast extent of territory which 
he serves than the journey to and 
across Hudson Bay, wnitn we has just 
accomplished. 

By canoe and portage, whaleboat 
and sailing vessel Earl Grey traveled 
‘as a voyager of the old adventurous 
days over the same trails, packed 
hard by the moccasined feet of 100 

ears, in the same manner as did 

earne, the explorer, or Mackenzie. 
ithe dauntless, or many another of the 
Hudson Bay company’s pioneers of 
200 and 300 years ago. It was a land 
at a standstill His Excellency passe:l 


through. 


The country had never been explor- 
ed from any point of view other than 
that of the hunter after fur p€trics 
until Karl Grey and his companions 

ssed through. Although ‘its rivers 
lave been the highroads of commerce 
for many years, little information oth 
er than the amount of the season’s 
fur catch has been sifted from the 
country. 

And this is most natural, For while 
Canada as a whole has been advane- 
ing rapidly, this district “has been 
marking time. Wedged in between the 
great wheat acres of the south, ice 
blown Hudson Bay to the north, the 
mixed farming country of the Sas- 
katchewan to the; west and the minins 
regions of new tario to the east- 
ward, this vast arfl almost ina¢cesibie 
‘area has held suljenly aloof from the 
white man and is tracked only by In- 
dians and game. 

Until viceroyalty appeared it was a 
barren land—a desert within an oasis. 
Now the magic wand of power and 

restige waves over the’country, ani 


‘it becomes a land of gold, of wheat 


and of many riches. 

Members of the party also bring 
back word of what the outside world 
has ever suspected to be the case— 
that it is a huntsman’s and fisher- 
man’s paradise, a limitless holiday 
They 
also tell tales of meeting men—men of 
the froutaer—nmiuners and prospectors.

But the weaith of the country is of 
little use unless some means can ho 
emp! it -out-to-the-ciwli 
markets of the world, and it is most 
interesting and encouraging to all 
Canadians to hear what Earl Grey and 
his companions have to say upon the 
feasibility of the Hudson Bay route 
as an outlet for the western harvest 
and the products of thé Keewatin aud 
Ungave. 

For 178 years Hudson Bay has been 
navigated by traders and whalers’ 
ships continuvusly with the exception 
of one year. Still scientists speak: du- 
biously ofthe possibility of making 
use of Hudson Bay for commerciai 
purposes, and old and wily navigator. 
smile caustically, and shake their 
heads when they dre told within a de. 
cade the northern route will duplicate 
the St. Lawrence trade, 

Ships have frequented the bay fur 
three hundred years and more, and 


wearcely a ship has experienced seri- | 


ous trouble, although the majority of 
them have been sailing vessels with 
out auxiliary power to keep them mov- 
ing turougn tuéwce. here are no arti 
‘ficial aids to navigation in the bay, 
mo detailed or accurate charts being 
available, no currents, no magnetism 
carefully worked out. 

Earl Grey has had compiled a list, a 
very incomplete list, but none the less 


valuable, of the most experienced and | 


intelligent of the American and Scotch 
whaling masters who have been ac- 
customed to navigate the straits each 
year, From thesé tae Opinion appears 
to be unanimous that during the au- 
‘tumn and summer months at any rate 
ishould drift ice occur in these parts, 
pen water, suitable for the passage 
wf steamers, can always'be found be 
tween it and the shores. 

Earl Grey has put an end to anoth- 
er misbelief. Hudson Bay never has 
and never will be frozen over in wiri- 
jer. He has this on the authority of 


Indians, Eskimos, trappers and trad- | 
their | 


ers who, either themselves or 
ancestors, have inhabited the shores 
‘of the bay for centurise. The bay 
may sometimes be more or less cover- 
‘ed with floating ice, but 
depth and the strength of its currents 
tmake its surface proof against frost.

This use of the feet to assist the 
hands in their labor is not, however, 
the mere. result of practice, but, as 
the ingestigations of French scien- 
tists prove, is principally due to the 


| fact that the Hindu foot is quite dif- 


ferent from in its anatomical 
conformation. 

The ankle of the Hindu and the 
articulation of the back of the foot 

rmit considerable laternal motion, 
hen the toes possess a surprising 
mobility. The great toe can be moved 
freely in all directions, and the first 
and second toes are separated by a 
wide space, sometimes as much ae 
five-eighths of an inch across at the 
base of the toes and two inches at 
their extremities. : 

The articulation of the hip is also 
peculiar, and this renders it easier 
to use the toes in handling objects 
by enabling, the Hindu to sit in a 
squatting posture much more com- 
fortably than we cnn. 

A similar formation of the feet and 
toes is found among the Annamese, 
but it is not, as might be supposed, 
a common thing among barvbarous and 
savage tribes. It is not found, for in- 
stance; in the South American Indian, 
the negro, the Fuegian or the Arab.

In heather time the hills are wine 
colored on their lower slopes, while | 
their tops sre a deep indfgo blue. 
standing out in strong contrast to 
the clear pale sky. Nearer at hand 
there is every shade of color from 
warm amethyst to the soft bloom of a 
purple plum. 

Later in the year the hills are 
checkered with the pale gold of ripe 
grain, the red brown of withered 
heather, the rusty glow of bracken 
and the ‘still vivid green of pasture 
fields, while the trees show every 
imaginable shade of hot color and 
seem to vie with each other in their 
efforts to defy the approaching 
gloom of winter.

J. E. Smith; Who Went as Mise 


sionary to .the Mining Country,. 
Undertook Also the Duties of 
Schoolmaster—His Trick of Pick+ 
ing Cut the Lonely Ones Has Won 
‘Him ‘the Love of All. . 


There was some trouble about get- 
ting a teacher for the Giroux Lake 
School of the South Coleman Cobalt 
mining camps in the fall of 1909, when 
the Rev. J. E. Smith of Burnbrae, 
Ontario, the missionary sent up by 
the Presbyterian Church, volunteered 
his services and opened the new 
building, the same, being a-church 
upon the Sabbath Duys, a public 


| school, reading and recreation room 


during week days,.as well as the 
lodging place, in a little room at the 
rear, of the missionary. 

When the services of a permanent 
teacher were secured “‘The Master’’ 
or “The Little Minister,”’ as the min- 
ers culled him, had a chance to go 
in and out more among the grown 
people, and his circuit, on foot, ex- 
tended from Port Cobalt, in Bucke 
township, away down to Lorraine, 
where are the timber limits of Me- 
Camus & McKelvie, that took in the 
whole of the eastern. part of Coleman 
township (with the exception of Co- 
balt town), the district in which are 
the biggest and most noted mines. 
There was always a welcome, @ 
cheery smile, a bit of humor twin- 
kling in the eyes and about the cor- 
ners of the mouth, and he was so 
bent upon finding the loneliest ones, 
those who could not get to him, that 
there was no keéping him for a cup 
of tea or a prolonged chat in any of 
the cosy cottages that women had 
furnished. 

One evening of each week he held 
a service in the miners’ sitting-room 
in the “Temiskaming mine bunk- 
It was there that the people

the mining men attended, but the 
service was hearty and no collection 
was taken up until the miners them- 
selves protested on the evening of the 
“See you here,’ one of 


| them said, “‘you' walk -out to us, you 


talk to us; it’s little we can do for 
you; let’s pass the hat!” And “The 
Little Minister’ actually stammered 
his thanks, the only time he ever 


| hesitated for a word. 


But one day, Mr, Byrnes, Convener 
of the Home Mission Presbytery of 
Temiskaming, asked him to take the 
Cobalt missionary field for the win- 
ter—a fieid where people needed, not 
t& be “nreached at,’’ but to be. “re- 
minded of.” He came gladly, Pass- 
ing up past the Muskoka district, the 
country became wilder and wilder. 
Reaching the Temiskaming & North- 
ern Ontario, he gazed at the gloomy 
rocks and great forests and inquired 
of fellow-passengers what it would 
cost to build a shack like the lonely 
ones he passed at intervals. Where 
couid he get the material? Could he 
get some hei, or would he have to 
put it up alone? He wrote in his 
notebook dimensions and other pieces 
of information given him readily by 
other passengers. He thought he 
might be able to rent a tent and 
make it comfortable for the winter. 
Cobalt town was a surprise to him. 

He was driven to the headquarters 
of his mission field and found # 
school built and ready. This he could 
use for a chureh and for a dwelling 
place. Meals he arranged for at the 
Lawson mine, and the camp tables 
are lavishly spread, He made pre- 
parations for the first Sabbath. Boil- 
ed water and scoured the floor, clean- 
ed lamns and+ guve the building a 


general ‘redd up.” The first ser- 
vice was an inspiration, There were 
a few women and many men. A 


young lady played the organ and » 
fine volunteer choir came forward. 
Protestants of all denominations at- 
tended, occasionally Roman Catho- 
lics, Jews, and those who professed’ 
no religion. The unanimity of all be- 
liefs pleased him, and the managers 
of the nearby mines gave him prac- 
tical sympathy. “I have never be- 
fore met with such marked courtesy,’” 
he suid many times, 

An there he is to-day the best loved 
man, perhaps, in the Cobalt country, 
taking sunshine and peace wherever 
he goes.

Value of Drugs. 


This is not to say that drugs are | 


useless. _No ope who has practiced 
medicine and seen the “grim reaper"

when wisely employed. But the key- 
note of modern medicine is “preven- 
tion rather than ¢ure.” 

It is a splendid thing to drag a D 
back from the jaws of death by relix- 
ing the strained -arteries witb = nitro- 
giycerin or steudying the weakened 
and failing beart with strophantbus or 
digitalis, but it is a far bigger and 
better thing so to advise and guide 
your patient in bis daily life that he 


shall retain a sound beart and elastic | 
artéfies until a ripe old age and never | 


need your “heroic remedies.” 

Conceding that water is one of the 
great nevessities of life and a powerful 
agent for good or Ill, a few moments’ 
attention to its coustitution and quaii- 
ties are worth while. 

Water is a compound of two atoms 
of hydrogen with one atom of oxygen, 
indicated by the formula H,O This 
is not a mere mixture of guses, as in 
the case of air, but a definite chemical 
compound. 

Distilled water is, of course, chemi 
eally pure, but 
unpalatable, It bas been claimed that 
distilled water in not a bedithy bev- 
erage owing to its great solvent prop- 


erties, but its use among large bodies | 
of men ip the navy witbout tll effect | 


would indicate that this belief is 
groundiess, Possibly the drinking of 
very lurge quantities of distilied water 
might impoverish the system, but as 
between distilled water and impure 
water contaminated by disease germs 
there should be po besitancy ip chovs- 
ing the former. 

The principal diseases that are trans- 
mitted by water are typhoid fever, 
cholera, diarrbea and dysentery. All 
these diseases are absolutely unpeces- 
sary and preventatie. If a fraction of 
the time, money and thought that is 
expended in windy polities and so 
called statesmanabip were exerted in 
behaif of pure air and pure water, 
many of our social and political evils

There has just been retired from 
the service of the Postmaster-General 
a servaht who may be said to have 
practically saved India to this coun- 
ity. This is W. Brendish, telegraph 
master, the sole survivor of those 
who were present in Delhi in May, 
1857, and who, in the courageous dis 


charge of his duty on the memorable 


| dlth of that month, rendered invalu- 
able service to thé state. 

It was Mr. Brendish who, without 
| orders and acting on his owfi respon- 
sibility, despatched . ithe telegram 
which warned the authorities of the 
Punjab of the outbreak of the terrible 
mutiny. “The sepoys have come in 
from Meerut and are burning every- 
thing,” he wired. ‘‘Mr. Todd is dead, 
and, we hear, .seVeral Europeans, We 
must shut up.” 

The fateful news was sent to La- 
hore by Mr. Brendish, who was then 
but a youth, while the mutineers 
were pursuing their work of slaugh- 
ter in every part of the cantonment. 
It has been acknowledged that this 
presence of mind on the part of young 
Brendish saved India. The story is 
told by Mr. Brendish in a modest 
narrative of his services on that 
eventful day. The telegraph staff at 
Delhi, -he says. consisted of Mr. Todd, 
assistant in local charge, and two 
young signallers, Brendish and Pilk-

| clal loss, 
The Ideal System. 

A far better Plan is to install a “sur- 
face irrigation” system. These sys- 
tems devised by the late Colonel War- 
ing of New York provide for a dis- 
posal of the house waste and sewage 
through a house drain to a tank or 
reservoir, which automatically empties 
its accumulated contents by siphonage 
into a series of pipes, which distribute 
the material directly on the surface 


from the honse. An area of one-tenth 
of an acre will receive and care for the 
| waste of a household of twelve per- 
sons. This waste when delivered to 
the field is an inoffensive milky mix- 
ture, which the bacterial and chemical 
agencies in the surface soil soon dis- 
pose of if a proper interval is allowed. 

The cesspool. like all devices that 
accumulate sewage and allow it to 
decompose, muy be a focus of disease 
distribution, It is far inferior to the 
above described system. 

All wells should be screened, pre- 
venting contamination by files, mos-

| If good well water cannot be ob- 
| tained the rainwater may be filtered 
| and colfcted in a cistern. Cistern 
wuter is not very palatable, but it can

Why Trees Kill Grass. 

It is a matter of common observa 
tion that grass does not grow so. well 
close to trees as in the open. The 
same is true of grains. Experimenta 
in this country and in England have 
shown that the deteterious effects up- 
on one another of grass and trees are 
mutual. The trees suffer as well as* 
the grass and grain: This is especial- 
ly true of fruit trees. The cause is 
ascribed to the excretion by the trees, 
on the one hand, of substances poison- 
ous to the grass, and by the grass, ou 
the other hand, of substances poison- 
ous to the trees. It thus appears that 
the failure of grass to grow well near 
trees should not be ascribed to too 
much shade, nor to the exhaustion of 
the tree roots of the food needed by 
the grass.
